" Wemeesias is usually depicted as a 
venerable crowned monarch of benevolent 
aspect, but he was not that, having 
been martyred at twenty-two. In his 
famous statue in the Wenceslas square, 
Prague, Myslbek, the sculptor, has 
idealised him as a handsome young 
trian Crusader. Another artist; 
Dvorak, presents. him as a 

man, and each visualisa- 

tion own element of truth. | 
Wenceslas has become one of the most 
popular of Bohemian saints, and his 
millenary is being celebrated this 
summer with great solemnity. His name 
is specially venerated in the Roman 
Catholic Church, and the announcement is 
made that one of the Cardinals is visiting ' 


There has grown up around this 
Bohemian Prince as great a wealth of 
legend as that which has accumulated 
around the romantic figures of the 
English King Alfred and the heroic 
Arthur and Roland. Wherever the Slav, 
or ‘true Bohemian language, is spoken, 
Wenceslas occupies. a position of pre- 
eminence alike in song and story. 


BROTHERS AND RIVALS. 


Wenceslas was born about A.D. 907, 
son of Vratislav, a Duke of no particular 
importance. He owed his early training 
to St. Ludmila; and was educated in the 
Slav and Latin Liturgies. The Bohemian 
struggles at this period were mainly con- 
cerned with the rivalry between heathens 
and-Christians. Ludmila, the mother of 
Vratislav, was a dévoted adherent of the 
new faith, while Vratislav’s own wife 
Drahomira, though nominally a 
Christian, became allied with the heathen 
opposition, and actually trained Vaclav’s 
brother, Boleslay, to follow in her foot- 
steps. Thus the two brothers became

champions, the one of the Christian, and : 


the other of the heathen parties in the 
State. 

While Vratislav survived, Wenceslas 
was protected from Drahomira’s influence 
-by. Ludmila, but, on the death of her 
husband, Drahomira for all practical 
purposes assumed control. She at once 
commanded the Christians to close their 
churches, and this order was followed by 
a massacre which Wenceslas, who had 
succeeded his father, was powerless to 
check. The new king could not, indeed, 
save his grandmother, Ludmila, from the 
ruthless vengeance of his mother, and the 
old woman was cruelly strangled. The 
terror spread among the clergy was so 
great that when Wenceslas invited the 
Bishop of Regensburg to consecrate a new 
church at Prague, the prelate dared not 
undertake the responsibility. 


A PEACEFUL RULER. 


Wenceslas seems to have had no lack of 
personal courage. Twice he is recorded to 
have offered personal combat to an

With such formidable rivals for 
neighbours as Arnulph of Bavaria and 
Henry the Fowler of Saxony. conqueror 
of the Polabes, Bohemia occupied a posi- 
tion of great difficulty. Wenceslas had to 
pay tribute to Henry, upon whom he 
showed an increasing disposition to rely. 
It was from Henry that he received the 
arm of St. Vitus, which induced him to 
found the original church on the site 
occupied by the present Cathedral on the 
Hradcany Hill, Prague. 
Tt is not difficult to understand the 
anger with which his pronounced leanings 
towards the Church were viewed by the 
party led by his brother, or the apprehen- 
sions excited among the stronger and 
sterner statesmen who stood nearest the 
throne, by evidences of amiability which 
they could only interpret as weakness. 
The circumstances of the times certainly 
seemed to demand a bold, assertive ruler, 
and Wenceslas was temperamentally un- 
fitted for a fighting réle. Like Edward 
the Confessor, he manifested his piety in 
contempt for marriage, and, if he had 
been “allowed to follow his own inclina- 


tions, he would have abdicated in favour 


of his brother and retired into a 
Benedictine monastery. Considerations of 
policy; however, Jed the Pope to oppose 
this step.

International Athletics. 


The motor races, which are attracting 
thousands to Dublin this week, are, as it 
happens, sending a number of followers 
of sport speeding to Cork; for it is in 
Cork that the international athletic con- 
test between England, Scotland and 
Ireland is to take place. The contest is 
held in each of the three countries in 
turn, the last having been held in Man- 
chester and the previous one in Glasgow. 
This year the contest had been fixed to 
be held in Dublin on July 13. When the 
Grand Prix was,fixed for that date it was 
clear that no sporting event could be held 
in Dublin in opposition to the great motor 
race, and application was made to the 
English and Scottish Associations to agree 
Unfortunately, 
England had made so many engagements 
that it was impossible to send a team on 
any other date than July 15. A sugges- 
tion was made to hold this year’s contest 
in Scotland, and postpone Ireland’s turn 
until next year. The National Athletic 
and Cycling Association thought, how- 
ever, that it would be a good opportunity 
to let the Southern capital see really 
first-class athletic sport, and Cork was 
selected for the event. What is Dublin’s 
loss, therefore, is Cork’s gain. 

It is the first time that an interna- 
tional match has been held in Cork, and 
naturally the Cork people regard it as a 
great occasion. There is no doubt that 
they will show their English and Scoitish 
visitors what Cork hospitality really is. 
It may be a consolation to the Dublin 
public that, while they are deprived of 
seeing the international, they will have 
an opportunity of seeing some. first-class 
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sport on August bank holiday, when the 
famous Achilles Club will pay its third 
visit to Dublin to meet a representative 
Irish team.

Dublin Gate Theatre Studio, 


The — of the reorganised 
Dublin Gate Theatre Studio, issued a few 


days ago, brings into prominence the 

names of some blin citizens who have 

been known as play- 

goers, but who have 

rever before been 

identified with any 

one theatrical enter- 

rise especially. The 

finister of Finance, 

Mr. Ernest Blythe, 

has been a most 

assiduous theatre- 

goer all his life. He 

may be seen at the 

Abbey for an ordinary 

programme, as well 

as for the Gaelic 

Mr. H. Epwarps. Drama League, and 
he rarely misses a 

first night. Amateur dramatic societies 
have found him a good patron. He has 
been a constant attendant at the Gate 
Theatre Studio performancer, and he 
might be seen regularly at the Shaw per- 
formances of the McDona Players. So his 
name on the prospectus is not surprising. 
I also notice the name of Dr. Bethel 
Solomons, who is also a theatre-goer when 
his exacting professional duties permit. Dr. 
Solomons has been one of the few regular 
attendants at the Abbey Theatre, and his 
desire to support the new enterprise of the 
Dublin Gate Theatre Studio is merely 
another manifestation of his interest in 
things theatrical. The names of Mr. R. J. 
Duggan and Dr. Lorcan Sherlock, however, 
have not hitherto been identified with 

theatrical or literary affairs. 


Dublin’s New Theatre. 


The directors of the Dublin Gate 
Theatre Studio propose to lease the Con- 
cert Room, ak some adjoining apart- 
ments, in the Rotunda Buildings, and to 
convert them to the uses of an up-to-date 
theatre to seat about four hundred people. 
This will be almost equal to the seating 
accommodation of the Abbey Theatre, and, 
in the opinion. of the directors, will enable 
them to stage a new play every fortnight 
at a profit of £200 per play, as against £3 
per play, which was the average at the 
Peacock Theatre. Such a margin would 
enable the directors to make many im- 
provements which they believe to be 
necesary. 

The directors rather under estimate the 
position when they say ‘‘ the experiment 
has now served its purpose of bringing 
home to the people of Dublin the necessity 
for the existence of the Dublin Gate 
Theatre, or a like institution, in the life 
of the city.” To have produced in a few 
months such a splendid list of plays as 
‘Peer Gynt,’’ “ The Hairy Ape,”’ “ Anna 
Christie,”’ ‘‘ The Adding Machine,” “ The 
Unknown Warrior,” “R.U.R.,” ‘‘Salome,”’ 
and ‘‘The Power of Darkness,”’ by the 
leading dramatists of the world; .and, in 
addition, staging for the first time plays 
by Irish dramatists in “ Juggernaut,” 
“Diarmuid and Grainne,” “Tristram 
and Iseult,” and “The Old Lady Says 
‘No!’’’ is an achievement of which any 
theatre might be proud. That all this has 
been done with a loss of only £174 is a 
great tribute to Mr. Hilton Edwards and 
his fellow directors. 


Al Northern Gallery. 


I am glad to hear that a movement is 
on foot to provide something like a 
National Picture Gallery for Northern 
Ireland. Ulster names, in spite of the 
northern men’s reputation for a prefer- 
ence for things material over things 
spiritual, figure largely in artistic circles, 
and the Conors and Laverys are sufficient 
evidence of the genius of contemporary 
Belfast portrait painters. In the Belfast 
Gallery and in many public buildings 
and private houses throughout the pro- 
vince there are good portraits of Ulster- 
men who won fame in war, political 
affairs, civic administration and science, 
both at home and overseas, and there is 
undoubtedly the nucleus of a respectable 
and representative collection for a gallery 
devoted to portraits. 

Opinion is divided as to whether such a 
collection should be housed in the Belfast 
Museum or in the new Art Gallery, but 
if the present movement makes headway 
that should not present much difficulty. 
Ulster has never had a Sir Hugh Lane, 
but wealthy Ulstermen are not the least 
generous of Irishmen when there is ques- 
tion of cultural endowments. ~The Corpo- 
ration Committee which is responsible for 
the Belfast libraries and museum has 
taken the matter up with the Northern 
Ministry of Finance. If we are to judge 
by the good work done in the North in 
the matters of public records and public 
monuments, we should soon see the 
fulfilment of the hope that Belfast will 
have a portrait gallery worthy of the 
city's importance and Ulster’s great 
traditions.

A correspondent writes :—Having limped 
round Dublin, with a face of mute agony, 
for the last few days, I am now in.a 
position to state that, in spite of the un- 
speakable. torture that one experiences 
from a foot positively weighed down with 
corns, I have found life easier than it has 
ever been before.

They always have an air of being 
constantly on the defensive, of being on 
their guard, rather like wild beasts, and, 
indeed, this attitude is constantly 
justified ; for, if there is a corn within a 
radius of twenty miles, somebody is sure 
to fall over it, and the corn-sufferers them- 
selves trip over boulders, kick chairs, and 
trip upstairs with uncanny persistence.

i In February the Friends oí the 
National Collections Society appointed a com- 
mittee to cohsider what the Society could do 
towards buying some things out of the collec- 
tion for Ireland. The National Museum and 
the National Library will do “hat they can 
towards the same object wi.h the funds at 
their disposal; but the united efforts of all 
cannot avail to bring back to Ireland more 
than a small percentage of the great collec- 
tion. Private enterprise, also, it is hoped, 
may do something to swell the number of 
treasures brought back to the country from 
the sale. 

LETTERS AND MANUSCRIPTS. 

Among the items in the catalogue of the 
library which will be sold on Monday it is 
dificult to choose any for special mention 
out of so much that is rare and desirable 
Among the autograph letters is one from 
Oliver Goldsmith to Mrs. Thrale, in which he 
apologises for an error of his in connection 
with books that he had lent her. This-letter 
was recently on view in the rooms of the 
Trinity College Historical Society on the oc- 
casion of the Goldsmith-Burke bicentenary 
celebrations. A letter from Archbishop 
Marsh, whom Marsh’s Library keeps in our 
memories, refers to his appointment as 
Provost; and there are other letters of his, 
some of which indicate his advocacy of the 
Irish language. A signed manuscript of 
Richard Brinsley Sheridan, which was pre- 
sented to the Walton and Cotton Club, is 
entitled “ Piscatory Party, in commemoration 
of Isaac Walton.” There is Dean Swift's 
letter, in excellent preservation, in which he 
communicates to Eaton Stannard, Recorder of 
Dublin, his intention to found a hospital for 
idiots and lunatics; friends of Swift's 
Hospital would surely value this document. 
There is also a parcel of letters bearing many 
illustrious signatures. They were the property 
of the Duke of Tyrconnel, and were taken 
from him at the Battle of the Boyne. 

The collection of Oliver Goldsmith’s works 
is very fine. There are two volumes of the 
first edition of ‘‘The Vicar of Wakefield.”’ 
When Mr. Jerome Kern’s library, one of the 
finest private collections, was sold, a volume 
similar to these went for £1,100. Another 
edition of the same work to be sold is one of 
those printed in Cork by Eugene Swiney. A 
first edition of ' The Deserted Village,” 
Griffin, London, will be much sought after; 
no copy of this edition has been offered for 
sale at auction since 1919. 

Packages of old broadsides and proclama- 
tions include such subjects.as ‘‘ The Incamp- 
ment of the Irish Army at the Battle near 
Aughrim, 1691,” ‘‘The Taking of Kinsale, 
1690," ‘Proclamation by King James II. 
against the Rebels, Dublin Castle, 1689,’ 
with them being one of the original issue of 
the Proclamation of the Provisional Govern- 
ment, signed by James Connolly,. Padraig 
Pearse and others. 

ENGRAVINGS AND DRAWINGS. 

The other portion of the collection for sale 
on Monday—old engravings and drawings 
relating to Ireland—includes pencil drawings 
and water-colours by J. Barralet, A. Buck, 
J. Comerford, L. Laporte and H. O’Neill; 
a in colours by H. Brocas, R. Havel and 
. Malton, many of the pictures being views 
of Dublin and the surrounding Satria. 
There are also many engraved portraits of 
Irish celebrities by J. Brooks, J. Faber, R. 
Houston, J. McArdell, A. Miller, J. Smith, 
J. R. Smith, C. Turner and J. Watson. 

On Tuesday the. second section of the 
library will be sold. In it is a remarkable 
collection of Swift’s work, including the first 
of the ‘* Drapier Letters ’’—“‘ A Letter to the 
Sliopkeepers '—a very rare document. There 
is also a large paper copy of ‘‘ Gulliver’s 
Travels,’’ the Motte edition, 1726. A similar 
volume at the Kérn sale fetched $17,000. 
Among the Richard Brinsley Sheridan books 
is the, 1781 Dublin edition of “ The School 
for Scandal.’’ 

Edmund Burke's name figures largely in 
the books catalogue for both days. Among 
the autograph letters for sale on Monday is 
his essay on the position of the Roman 
Catholics in Ireland, 1795, and the book list 
includes a first edition of his “ Reflections on 
the Revolution in France.”’

Mr. DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) said 
that the treatment of the Gaeltacht by the 
Minister’s Department deserved censure, He 
had put down an amendment that the whole 
uestion be referred back for consideration.

TRADE WITH SOVIET RUS6IA. 
The British Labour Government had - recog: 
nised the Soviet, and he thought that the 
Free State conservative Minister for Fisheries 
ought to get his Government to de likewise. 
The Russian and Baltic markets were very 
important. He would like to know what 
their representative in the United States was 
doing for the herring and mackerel fishing. 
Dealing with the inland Asheries, Mr. 
Derrig said that the whole question of the 
ownership rights and value of these fisheries 
should he imvestigated. Compared with the 
£5,000 to be given in loans to tho fishermen 
for the sea fisheries, the subsidy of £3,750 
to the Fishery Corservatorgs was favourable. 
An extraordinary state of affairs existed on 
the Slaney, where farmers had been prevented 
from fishing on their own lands, while other 
peopie were allowed to fish there. The posi- 
tion of the farmers ought to be defined. He 
would like to see the number of anglers in- 
creased by the reduction of the cost of 
licences, and the starting of the scason 
earlier. 
THE LAGGARD MUIRCHU.

This country had already got its share of 
the benefits of the issue of the coinage. In 
South Africa and Australia, where there 
was, if anything, a stronger case for the 
return of the coinage, the arrangement made 
was that it should be repatriated over a 
series of years, and these countries had not 
the same financial dealings with the British 
Government that the Free State had; con- 
sequently it could not be held that the 
British Government had repudiated their 
liability. 

THE DAIL LOAN. 

A good deal had been said about the Dail 
Loan. There had always been a tendency 
among deputies to exaggerate the 
question. Deputies had spoken of 
the way loans had been repaid. 
The closing down of applications gave every 
promise of making it possible to deal more 
quickly with the difficult cases that stili 
remained. When they knew that there were 
no more applications, they might take a 
rough-atid-ready way of deciding which of 
these applications were correct and striking 
out those which were less well supported. 
They had already repaid- three-quarters of the 
loan, and now that applications had stopped 
pouring in there was ever rospect of 
dealing more expeditiously with the matter. 

Referring to the question of rates of pay 
in the Civil Service, the Minister said ‘nat 
under the British régime the Dublin rates 
of pay were something like five per cent. less 
than those of London. The present rates of 

y were something like ten per cent. under 
the British rates of pay. In addition to the 
actual salary paid to every married officer 
there was a. children allowance, which in 
cases of clerical officers might run to a 
maximum of £60 per-annum. Therefore, it 
was possible for certain officers: to have 
actually £260 per annum, whereas under the 
British régime they would receive only £237 
10s. per annum. 


CIVIL SERVICE PROMOTION. 

With respect to promotion, the great diffi- 
culty was the great number that had been 
promoted from “the éféfical staff since the 
change of Government, and if promotion had 
slowed down since 1926 the people who were 
fit for promotion had hal a good opportunity 
before that. People who came into the ser- 
vice in 1927 were not ripe for promotion yet. 

When promotion from class to.dlass was 
resumed the ban on promotgir óir. writing 
assistants would be removed, and the first 
people to henefit would be the writing assist- 
ants. The civil servants could not look 
forward to improved conditions until the 
country improved, and all that could take 
place would be some very minor adjustments.

The House, by 67 votes to 57, passed the 
estimates in Committee on Finance. 

By 71 votes to 48, the House’ passed the

AMSTERDAM, Wednesday. 

Addressing the fifth Congress of the 
International Chamber of Commerce here 
to-day, Sir Arthur Balfour said that the

This morning’s session of the Interna- 
tional Chamber of Commerce was devoted 
to various group meetings.

It is 
a view shared by many disciples of the 
piscatorial art who have visited this 
country from outside parts. Hundreds ol 
people to whom money has been only a 
matter of secondary concern have pre- 
ferred to come to Ireland for their fishing. 
The beauty of the places fished in and the 
peculiar charm of the people with whom 
they came into contact have brought many 
visitors, especially from across. the 
Channel. Another factor that has a 
material bearing on the question, and one 
that makes special appeal in these changed 
days, is that one can get fishing far more 
cheaply and more éasily in Ireland than 
in Great Britain. 


SALMON AND TROUT.

DAMAGES .FOR 
PASSENGER. 


AGAINST TRAMWAY

Dáil Eireann will rise this week for the 


úntil the end ol October. ' Binee the 
Government has decided to apply the 
guillotine “to all unfinished measures, the 
Dáil will. adjourn with a clean slate. The 
session which has, reached its close has 
been marked by no really outstanding 
events; yet it has ' produced some im- 
portant legislation, It has seen the 
passage of the Censorship Bill through its 
final stages; it has given birth to the 
egrégious bill for the infliction of the 
Gaelic Ianguage on the legal profession, 
and last, but not least, it has produced 
a reasonably good Budget. The Censor- 
ship and Legal Practitioners Bills have 
been forced through the Oireachtas by 
means of a mechanical majority, and each 
of them carries the germs of -failure in 
itself. Apart from the general character 
of the Censorship Bill, its machinery is 
so cumbersome that it is likely to defeat 
its own. ends, while the tyranny of the 
legal practitioners’ measure sooner or 
later will produce a national revolt. ~The 
Budget’s.. very dulness encourages the 
belief that at last a condition of stable 
equilibrium has been reached, in. Free 
State finance, © For the ‘first time ‘since 
the establishment of the Saorstát the 
. aa now can look forward to another 
year’s: Budget without anxiety, - Income 
dnd expenditure’ gradually are beginning 
to balance each . other, and. the. violent 
fluctuations ‘of former yedrs ate ended. 

On the whole, little fault. can be found 
with. the ‘Free State Government’s financial 
policy. From the outset Mr. Blythe 
has pursued.:an ‘extremely conservative 
course. If anything, indeed, he has erred 
on the, side of caution. . The result. of this 
policy is; that to-day the Free State has a 
balanced Budget ; her ourrency is anchored 
firmly to sterling, and her National Debt 
is one of the smallest in the world. ' This

| The World’s Shipping. 


The new edition of Lloyd’s Register 
Book gives a full and: minute account 
of the world’s shipping. ‘ Plying their 
lawful occasions throughout. the five 
continents to-day are 452,800 steamers, 
motor-ships and sailing vessels, of 100. 
tons and upwards. During the last twelve 
months steam and motor tonnage has 
increased by 1,247,980 tons, and sailing 
tonnage. has decreased by 128,327 tons. | 
Germany, with 515,301 tons, showed the | 
largest increase, and Great Britain and 
Norway took second and third places. 
The total mercantile marine of the world 
amounts to some seventy million tons, of 


an increase upon the tonnage that was 
afloat’ before the Great War. In 1914 
Great Britain owned 41.6 per cent, of the 
world’s steam and motor tonnage, but, 
owing to the great increase of shipbuild- 
ing abroad, the percentage is now reduced 
to. 30.2. Since 1914 many néw causes 
have. accelerated the inevitable passing of 
the sailing ship, which today represents 
less than three per eent. of ‘the world’s 
total tonnage. Of the surviving -total oí 
sailing - tonnage—890.219 -tons—53 per 
cent, is owned in the United States, and 
Great Britain Tetaing 120,000 tons. There
